Since I wrtite you Uie cleetiuns liave all 
passed ofl i)uietly, and tlie rusult. as was loii^ 
antlcip;ited, phUtes Oen. (irant in tbe Press 
di'iiUul chair for four years from the 4th of 
Mareh neat. WiMioiit undertaking to argue 
the boiut, or evi-n to advance my own opinion 
on the sutijeot, I will simply say tliat the mass 
of the people in thU* Teriit'orv seem disposed 
to believe, nr at least to bi>[ie, tbit the new 
Priv-ldcnt will adopt a wise poliev, and indeed 
“let u- have peace.” Mississippi, thoui-b out 
iu the cold, is not sutl'ering materially bevond 
her ft >nuer Cuiifederate aUters. She ouly asks 
fi>r a settled roliry and her readmiseioii into 
Uia I'liion. Tnic, like others of the se<-eding 
States, we are peeiiniarily a verv potir people. 
Very poor, indeed. But we still live, and still 
h<>i>e for better times. “There’s life in the old 
land yet,” and onr people ate deU-rmlned to 
make' the most of it, and to enjoy it while tbev 
may. They have had hardship, and disap- 
pointment. anil troiihle, and losses enuu.-h to 
bring them to dcs]iair, fiat they arc determined 
not to yield to it, and all are at work 
aa vigorously as they did in those brighter, 
liap|iTor, more |>rospcroue days of otlier year*. 
Indeed, th<j are working harder than they 
ever did. The present year’s crop in some id- 
taliUes is tumiiwont profltably and people arc 
lookiug up. Tne bankrupt law (which has 
been tt^eu advantage of by a great many, and 
will doubtless be by many more between this 
lime and Jannary) tito freed the people of debt 
to a very great extent, and they are in a con- 
dition generally to eomnieuee next yeaf’e 
ol'erations ui>ou a better fuotiug than at any 
time since the war. I believe tlie farmer- are 
in better splriU than 1 have seen them since 
the winter of 1866, aud the merrluints arc eer- 
toinly more ao than thev were a year a:-o. 
Then they liad lave stocks of goods' on hand, 
were selling very few and eitlleetlug no m lacy. 
Now, their.tocks arc more appropriate to the 
times, their sales are brisk, and even blacks 
arc coming iu and paying up all or part on old 
scores (1867). Some say tive’aiid otficrs ibrv 
years, such as 18fts his Iteeit, will put the 
eonutiy again in a pro-peroiu cjuditiou. Cau 
wc hojk to have them* 

We have ueitber a suftieicucy of labor nor 
twpital here. I mean we have not Ubjr enough 
to cultivate Uic hinds, nor ca[>ital — mou^' — to 
develop the rosoureea of the country. There 
ia hardly a town on any of the railroad-s ttiat 
eannot iise more money |m>6labty than it can 
I'omtnaud. It will eonie heiv aVtcr a while, 
n-.at it does not come now Is owing, I learn 
from some well informed |iartius, to the tact of 
onr iinsettleil eouditioii polithally. Bi this 
us it may, the capital h m the Sorth. more 
thuii is needed or can tlud protilable em)ili>y- 
meiil, and it must 6nd it- way here where it 
<e.. Ik- emi>loyed prolitalily. 'The [teople of 
Mhsl-si|i|ii an- a working ^-ople, but, I must 
adu-it, Uiey arc lacking in enterprise. Wc 
have some’ exceptions amoi^ m, 1 know, but 
lhc> are unfortiiiutely very few; and y.-t, 'la.l 
w e fver so imieh enterprise, we have not the 
money to put it In successful openitiou.
